“I offered the bill for consider­ 
ation, not expecting it to be the

“It is apparent that 
men w ith actual dependents will 
have to be drafted. I want to see 
an orderly and sound system of 
doing it. 
"There is widespread discrim ­ 
ination now through rulings of 
local boards. 
The other day one 
board reclassified 200 men from 
SA into I A.

instances where 
some boards draft men with de­ 
pendents and others do not. 
Un­ 
der the present law, if those with 
dependents are taken, a man with 


a wife and five children and a low 
order number will be taken before 
a man with a higher order num ­ 
ber, a wife and no children." 
Selective Service officials have 
informally proposed two sugges­ 
tions, it was learned. 
They are: 
First. Congress can amend the 
draft act to give them wide au­ 
thority in selecting from various 
classes of dependents. Under this 
proposal, selective service heads 
could aet up uniform rules gov­ 
erning the order of drafting men 
with dependents. 
Second, 
Congress 
can 
grant 
family 
allow-ances

WASHINGTON, May 6— Battle of Manila bay ended to­ 
day after five months of furious combat, when numeri­ 
cally superior and fresh Japanese forces overcame the 
valiant resistance of Lieut. Gen. Jonathan M. Wain­ 
w rights weary and undernourished American-Filipino 
forces on Corregidor. 
First news that resistance had ceased on the powerful 
fortress came from Gen. Douglas MacArthur^ headquar­ 
ters in Australia and was confirmed a short time later by 
a War department communique which stated that fighting 
has ceased and that terms covering capitulation of all the 
Manila bay forts are being arranged. 
The, end came suddenly and dramatically after 150 da va 
of fighting when Japanese landing parties stormed Cor­ 
regidor across the three mile stretch of water that separ­ 
ates it from Bataan peninsula. 
No details were given about the final fighting on Cor­ 
regidor, but in view of 
the fact that the first landing 
parties struck about noon, yesterday, it was believed that 
the final battle was very brief. 


Three 
Others 
Fall 
In addition to Corregidor, terms are being arranged cov­ 
ering the capitulation of Fort Hughes, Fort Drum and 
Fort Frank. 
The four island strongholds stretched across 
the 11-mile entrance to Manila bay and to date have pre­ 
vented the Japanese from using the harbor. 
It was estimated that there were about 7,000 Am eri­ 
cans and Filipinos on Corregidor, including 3,500 sailors 
and marines and 68 nurses who took refuge there w hen 
Bataan fell. 
The sudden collapse of resistance indicated that the 
garrison on Corregidor probably 
was beaten by lack of 
food and general exhaustion rather than 
by 
Japanese 
superiority. 
The same situation existed on Bataan, when American- 
Filipino forces were overcome by the Japanese April 8, 
after their physical condi-1 omwmww^iiiiioiimiwiisowisswiismswmbww 
tion had reached an ebb be­

of constant fighting, 
lack of food and the ravages 
of tropical fever. 
Capitulation of Corregidor 
finally gives the Japanese

registrants who have dependents. 
Tw o Major Purposes 
“Right now the local boards are 
reconsidering all registrants with 
dependency 
deferments for two 
major purposes. The first is to 
eliminate from this class all men 
who cannot prove that their de­ 
pendents 
need their earned 
in­ 
come for support in a reasonable 
manner and all who cannot prove 
that they did not acquire depen­ 
dents to 
avoid military service. 
The second purpose is to distin­ 
guish between men wrho have de­ 
pendents but are not engaged in 
activities aiding the Nation's war 
effort and those who are contri­ 
buting for victory by their work 
as civilians. 
“By making this distinction be­ 
tween those engaged in essential 
activities and those whose civi­ 
lian occupations are not contri­ 
buting to the war effort, it is de­ 
sired to induce a voluntary move­ 
ment of the latter into essential 
activities and thus to release for 
military service men without de­ 
pendents who must be deferred as 
‘necessary men* until they can V>e 
replaced at their work". 
Persons engaged in nonessential 
activities, 
however, should 
not 
cease their 
present employment 
until their services are needed in 
some essential activity, the direc­ 
tor warned.

get either goods or credit, they 
will not be able to operate when 
their present stocks run out. 
For the time being, they have 
plenty of goods. 
They saw the 
pinch coming and stocked up. In­ 
ventories have never been higher. 
But the situation will be different 
next Fall. 
In the first place, there will be 
reductions or complete bans on 
the m anufacture of various con­ 
sumer good*— refrigerators, wool­ 
en underwear, steel desks, 
bird 
cages, 
w afers—you 
can 
hardly 
name an article that won’t be af- 
; fected. And in the second place, 
there may be little or no credit 
available for the retailer. 
Normally, a retailer has a line 
of credit with the supply house, 
which w’ants to curry favor with 
him as an outlet for its goods. 
But today, the supply house 
is 
either selling direct to the govem- 
; mer.t, thus by-passing the retail­ 
er, or else the supply house has 
so little to sell th at retailers are 
I clamoring for it. Thus the retail­ 
er who pays cash gets the goods.

ASHINGTON—Here is one inside rea­ 
son why Roosevelt leafis toward la­ 
bor. 
Basically, the President always has 
been pro-labor, and continues to be, even 
though he has become fed up with some la­ 
bor activities in the past year. 
But in addition, U. S. war strategists 
ate convinced that the chief hope of revo­ 
lution in Europe comes from labor. 
Aud 
most of the psychological warfare strat­ 
egy being devised here is aimed at in­ 
fluencing labor in Germany, Czechoslovak­ 
ia. Austria and the occupied countries. 
Although not generally known, the 
nucleus of the old Social Democratic Party 
which tried to create 
a real Republic in 
Germany is still intact. When Hitler came 
into power, they moved to Czechoslovakia. 
After the Sudetenland seizure, they moved 
to Paris. After the downfall of Paris, they 
moved to the U.S.A. 
Fifty Social Democrats from the 
old 
Reichstag are now in this country cooper­ 
ating with U. S. officials. 
Furthermore, it is labqr in the Euro­ 
pean occupied countries which is able to 
assemble or make radios. 
German labor 
listens to the 
radio far more than other 
classes. Some labor groups even have pub- [ 
lished very 
small “underground’1 news­ 
papers on hand presses and these are dis­ 
tributed by hand. 
German labor resents the long hours in 
munitions factories, the small pay and the 
lack of food, more than any other group. 
Also labor is about the only group which 
was not taken over completely by Hitler. 
The Communists, his chief opponents, now 
have long been underground, but secretly 
active. 
To European labor Roosevelt always 
^as been one of the world’s greatest lead­ 
ers. And one thought in the minds of war 
strategists is to show Europe that the rights 
of labor here will not be thrown complete­ 
ly overboard during war. 


BREAKING THE WALL 
C 
HINKS are 
appearing in the wall of 
’ 
silence that surrounds the Gentian oc­ 
cupied countries. The Nazis may bar mes­ 
sengers from outside, though even this is 
not certain. 
They cannot, however, keep 
out the voice of radio. 
Although the penalty for listening is 
death, all German-controlled territory fol­ 
lows the 
British 
broadcasts. 
So says 
Charles J. Rolo 
in his newly published 
“ Radio Goes To War.” 
In Norway it is 
considered bad form to ring up friends or 
call on them during the hours when the 
British 
are 
giving 
broadcasts 
in Nor­ 
wegian. 
In Poland, 45 minutes after the 
English North African troops had announc­ 
ed the relief of 
Tobruk, the news was 
flashed by grapevine across the country. 
In Czechoslovakia any news broadcast by 
the British goes through the country in a 
few' hours. 
So unconquerable is the spirit of Ger­ 
many’s victims. 
Their courage will some 
day win through.

Many Babies and Children 
Are Helped by Operations 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN A GROUP of people the 
other day, when it was mentioned 
that a neighbor’s baby had to 
undergo an abdominal operation, 
someone said, “I didn’t know babies 
and children ever had such things,”

and everyone expressed doubt as 
to the ability of a baby to stand 
such a procedure. 
As a m atter of fact, while the 
necessity for abdomina! operations 
in children arises much lese fre­ 
quently than in adults, they are 
not at all uncommon and surgeons 
believe that young persons are ex­ 
cellent surgical subjects, provided 
the treatm ent is conducted by 
qualified surgeons, the hospital 
equipment is adapted to the needs 
of the infant and child, the anaes­ 
thetic is well-ehoscn and skillfully 
administered and that certain spe­ 
cial equipment and instruments 
that may be necessary are avail­ 
able. 
Even a newborn baby will tol­ 
erate an abdominal operation of 
considerable magnitude. 
There 
are several developmental condi­ 
tions that require surgery immedi­ 
ately after birth; for instance, dia­ 
phragmatic hernia or “upside­ 
down stomach’* and certain forms 
of intertinal obstruction. 
In early life, a few weeks after 
birth, a form of obstruction to the 
outlet of the stomach may make 
itself known. The infant nurses 
greedily, only to vomit all the feed­ 
ing within a few minutes. If al­ 
lowed to go untreated, these babies 
lose weight and present a pitiful 
appearance of emaciation. In chil­ 
dren’s hospitals where large num­ 
bers of the patients are treated 
surgically. 99 out of IOO are per­ 
manently cured by an operation on 
the stomach. 
Intestinal Obstruction 
The seventh or eighth month of 
life is the time when a certain form 
of intestinal obstruction is most 
frequently observed. This is a tele­ 
scoping of the bowel, or intussu­ 
sception. This comes on very sud­ 
denly, with evidences of severe 
colicky pain, causing the baby to 
draw his legs up, cry and become 
pale. Later, mucous and blood may 
be passed in tha stool. The condi­ 
tion is relatively infrequent, but 
operation is the only known way 
to save life and should be done 
early. 
Ruptures of several types are 


seen in the young and operation is 
indicated as the only form of treat­ 
ment in most cases. There is no 
reason why they should be allowed 
to linger on and no reason why s 
baby or child w ho is otherwise well 
cv Hut be cured surgically at al­ 
most any age. The end results of 
operation for rupture appear to 
be better when performed in early 
rather than in adult life. 
Acute Appendicitis 


No discussion of the subject of 
abdominal surgery in childhood 
would be complete without men­ 
tioning one of the great menaces 
to young life—acute appendicitis. 
In childhood the appendix is placed 
low, is relatively large end the 
oraentum, which protects adults, is 
short. Nature, in other words, pro­ 
vides none of the protections to 
children with appendicitis that it 
does to adults. 
Surgical interference must be 
f lornpt and efficient in these cases 
if life is to be spared. In babies 
the recognition of colic and abdom­ 
inal pain is naturally not as easy 
as in adults, but in babies as well 
as in adults, the use of cathartics 
in any acute colic is to be avoided 
except under medical advice. Ca­ 
thartics seldom do any good and 
may make a mild condition very 
much worse.

E. L i —Would arthritis cause 
one s teeth to become sensitive to 
hot or cold drinks?

Answer: Sensitive teeth of the 
kind you describe usually mean 
some infection or derangement of 
the teeth and instead of arthritis 
causing this, it is not unlikely th at 
this causes the arthritis. The only 
thing to be done for sensitive teeth 
i ^ to have a thorough dental ex­ 
amination, including X-rays, and 
clear up the fundamental trouble.

This w as the first attem pt to 
storm the great fort, which has 
withstood between 300 and 350 
aerial attacks since the outbreak 
of the Philippine conflict. 
Several 
tim es 
the 
Nipponese 
concentrated

the big guns of Corregidor and its 
supporting 
forts smashed 
them 
before the enem y could get under 
way. 
No American m ilitary outpost 
in the nation’s history has under­ 
gone such a prolonged bombard­ 
ment under such trying conditions.

Corregidor through the Japanese

the fall of Bataan, w’hen it was

tropical fever. 
Since shortly after the fall of 
Manila, the garrison on Corregidor 
and the other forts have been on 
short rations. The food situation 
obviously became more acute fol- ;
